Ambassador Choate Honored. 

Joseph H. Choate, the American am- 
bassador at London, was formally call- 
ed to the bench of the Middle Temple 
May 10, an hon- 
or. that. has not 
been conferred 
upon other than 
an English sub- 
ject since Revo- 
lutionary times. 
All standing 
rules and orders 
were suspended 
for the occasion, 
and Mr. Choate 
was greeted with 

- un the utmost en- 
Joseph H. Choate. thusiasm. In an- 
ticipation of his home coming a com- 
mittee of the New York bar headed by 
ex-Secretary Root is preparing an elab- 
orate ceremony of welcome. 
The Kaiser Threatens Japan. 

Hardly were Europe's chancelleries 
recovered from the shock of the German 
emperor's recent blow at France in Mo- 
rocco when it became known on May | 
11 that the kaiser in his spcech at the 
Strassburg review had made a direct | 
threat against the progress of Japan. 
“Russia's army which fought at Muk- | 
den,” he said, ‘“‘was enervated by im- 
morality and “alcoholism; otherwise its 
defeat is unexplained. Now that Rus- 
sla is too weak to resist the yellow peril 
the task of checking this peril may fall * 
on Germany.” Hence he urged all of- 
ficers and men to use their time well 
lest their thoughts turn to Immoral 
things. 

In another address at Wilhelmsha- 
ven he said that Russia’s defeat was 
due to the fact that Russian Christian- 
ity was in a deplorable condition, while, 
on the other hand, the Japanese could 
show many Christian virtues. The Jap- 
anese, he added, were a “scourge of | 
God, like Attila and Napoleon,” and he 
said that Germans should take care 
that God did not chastise them some 

ay by such a scourge. 


Balfour Fears Russia. 

In the British hcuse of commons 
May 11 Premier Balfour announced 
that after long consideration the com- 
mittee of defense had decided that sub- 
marine mines constituted an inexpe- 
dient method of defending commercial 
ports, as they are likely to injure the 
defenders more than the enemy. In 
this he did not refer to blockade 
mines. Referring to the redistribution 
of the fleet and army, Mr. Balfour re- . 
marked that the progress of Russia to- 
ward India had caused great alarm. 
The progress of a Russian railroad to- 
ward the frontier compelled the gov- 
ernment to consider seriously what 
Russia could do. 


France Denies Partiality. 

An abstract of the French govern- 
ment’s reply to Japan's repeated 
charges that the Russian fleet had vio- 
lated French neutrality in Indo-Chi- 
nese waters was published in the 
Paris Temps May 11. From the first 
France has insisted that each power 
has its own notion of neutrality and 
that there is no international code. 
The. French idea is that belligerents 
may stay in a neutral port, if unaccom- 
panied by prizes, without limit. The 
retort is made that niost of the coal 
for Russian fleets has been supplied by 
British and» German vessels. As to 
taking on coal at Saigon and Kamranh 
the government replies that the quanti- 
ty bought was not large and that this 
was supplied by private individuals. 
It says that these ports have not been 
used aS a base of operations. It ts 
charged that the Japanese have done 
in the Philippines and West Indies 
what they accused the Russians of do- 
ing in Indo-China. These assurances 
have calmed the anxiety of Europe 
over the question of French neutrality. 
Early in the week much excitement 
was caused by the statement of the 
New York Sun correspondent at Hong- 
kong that his previous message filed at 
Saigon, telling..of France's violation of 
neutrality, had been refused cable 
transmission. 


Ambassador Cassini Transferred. 

Count Cassini, who for several years 
has been Russian ambassador at Wash- 
ington, announces that he has been se- 
lected for appointment 9s ambassador | 
to. Spain and that he will be succeeded 
by Baron Rosen, the Russian minister 
to, Japan up to the outbreak of the 
present war.

The President’s Home Coming. 

Having arrived at Glenwood Springs, | 
Colo., May 7, on horseback with his | 
hunting party, President Roosevelt | 
passed the Sunday quietly and then |

At Denver the next day the president 
was entertained at dinner by the cham- | 
ber of commerce and took occasion to | 


reiterate impressively his opinion that | 
increased power of supervising and | 
regulating corporations should be given 
to the national government. At the. 
same time he said that only harm | 
would come from such supervision un- | 
less it was based on the purpose of 
giving justice alike to the common car- 
rier and to the public. He indicated 
that the law should deal with the pri- | 
vate car as well as with the fixing of 
rates and the prevention of rebates. 
Only a few short stops were made | 
between Denver and Chicago. At the | 


latter city, Where the great teamsters’ |, 


strike is in progress, the president had | 
a lively time May 10. The feature of | 
the day was the banquet given by the | 
Iroquois club, the leading Democratic | 
organization of the state. Twice dur- | 
ing. the evening Democratic speakers | 
suggested giving Mr. Roosevelt a third | 
term. In reply the president said he | 
had not the least expectation, of Chi- | 


cago ever reversing last fall's compll- | 
ment, as it would never have the 
chance. When at-the Merchants’ club 
a member expressed his desire to vote | 
for Roosevelt again the president re- | 
plied: “There will be no ‘again.’ There | 
is no string on that.” The president |

Equitable Swindler Arrested. 

Sam Lobley, the notorious swindler 
was arrested by a Pinkerton detective 
at Spragueville, Pa., May 9, on the 
charge of having dided in swindling the 
Equitable Life Assurance society out 
of $27,000. In this job he was assisted 
by a young confederate in the employ 
of the society. The plan was to ex- 
tract a policy on which the company 
had loaned money, erase the records 
and borrow again on it. 


To Simplify Freight Schedules. 
The federal supreme court May 10 


| rendered a decision declaring that 
| railroad freight rates must be pub- 
| lished in “so simple a form as to be 


easily comprehended by persons of or- 
dinary comprehension.” The case 
which brought out this decision in- 
volved a shipment the rates of which 
were published in so complicated a 
manner that not even the freight offi- 
cers of the railroads could agree on 
the amount.

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James J. Brainard Gives an Interesting 


Account of the Recent Railroad 
Wreck at Harrisburg,<Pa. 

The Pittsburg Times of May 12, con- 
tains @ vivid description of the recent 
wreck at. Harrisburg as told in an inter- 
view by J. J. Brainard, well known in 
this town, Mr. Brainard escaped the 
awful fate of many but received numer- 
ous cuts and bruises which were quite 
painful and until he was attended by a 
doctor the following morning, caused 
him much annoyance. 

Mr. Brainard was asleep in an upper 
berth when the crash came and instantly 
the car rocked like a ship on astormy 
sea. There was a grinding, crashing 
noise and thetrain stopped. Scrambling 
out of bed he hurriedly put on his trou- 
sers but did not stop for any thing else. 
It was just after doing this that the first 
great crash came which threw him to 
the floor of the car. 

Getting up hurriedly he made his way 
to the.step of the car but could see no- 
where to land. He jumped however, and 
landed on a banking of cinders and slag, 
cutting his feet terribly ‘The groans of 
the dying and injured were blood curd- 
ling. Many people were pinned in the 
wreckage and were piteously appealing 
for help. 

Mr. Brainard aided a woman and child 
toa place of safety and then returned 
to the scene. He found a young lady 
with her mother, the former being badly 
cut. He bound up her wounds as best 
he could and aided her, shoeless, up the 
rough cinder banking where her feet 
were fearfully cut. She went through 
all this without a murmur. 

After doing all that he could for the 
injured Mr. Brainard decided to leave 
the wreck and he took a trolley for 
Harrisburg. Here he purchased some 
clothes and proceeded to Pittsburg ar- 
riving there at three o’clock in the after- 
noon.

PRESIDENT’S REPORT.

was as follows: ‘ 
Lawrence, May 1, 1905. 

To the officers and members of the 
Lawrence Young Women's Christian 
Association, Greeting: 

When elected as your president five 
years ago, it was at first with greatest 
reluctance that I consented to occupy 
the position, but sincerely betieving 
that the call was of God, I entered 
upon the work and laying aside as far 
as possible other duties that might 
conflict with it, time and_= strength 
have been most gladly given to its ser- 
vice. As we have seen the blessing of 
aod so manifestly resting upon it, it 
has ever been a most delightful service. 
It is therefore with peculiar sadness 
that I have refused a re-nomination, 
feeling that it is due to my family that 
the burden of responsibility should fall 
upon other shoulders, while I may stiil 
have the joy of being counted a helper 
in a more humble position. When my 
connection with the Association com- 
menced, its work was confined to four 
rooms in the old Bay State Bank build- 
ing, with one paid worker beside the 
general secretary, Miss Macurdy; we 
now use ten rooms for the local work 
on Essex street, besides the beautiful 
hoarding home of 16 rooms, dated to 
us by Mr. James M. Fairfield, which {s 
constantly filled to its utmost limit 
With self-supporting young Women, 
“who enjoy its benefits; and during the 
past year the labors of the extension 
secretary,. Miss Cellars, have culmin- 
ated in starting what is termed the 
Arlington Branch, the whole financial 
burden having been assumed by the 
people of that populous and growing 
district. We have come to require a 
force of 12 paid,workers, besides the 
general secretary, the extension secre- 
tury, and the assistant at the Branch, 
Miss Hamer. 

The benefits accruing from the Asse. 
ciation work, have been made possible 
by the co-operation of all the workers 
with the Board and the secretaries and 
the committees and the generous and 
hearty support of the public. 

We believe that every department is 
now in a prosperous condition as will 
be seen by the reports which are to 
follow, and that its future growth and 
prosperity will only be limited by the 
fidelity with which we discharge its 
duties, always remembering our motto, 
“Not by might, nor by power, but by 
my Spirit, saith the Lord.” 

The responsibility of the president is 
very great, for while upon the general 
secretary devolves the management of 
committees, yet the president must be 
ready at all times to advise, and, to 
quote the words of one high in author- 
ity, Miss Harriet Taylor, general sec- 
retary of the American committee, "A 
president of the Y. W. C. 
necessity keep her hands on the whole 
association, because she cannot unify 
and plan for the whole, uniéss she un- 
derstands all that is being done.” 

I wish to thank the Association and 
the Board for the uniform courtesy and 
consideration which has been shown 
me, and for the kindness with which 
my mistakes have been over!ooked.

CONGREGATION ALISTS MEET 


| Annual State Conference at Lowell Three 


Days of this Week. 


Tainted Money Warmly ‘Discussed. 


e g 


At the 108d annual meeting of the 
General Association of Congregational | 
Churches, which opened in the Eliot | 
Congregational Church, Lowell, Mon- 
day afternoon, Massachusetts corpora-— 
tions owning cotton milis in the pseuth | 
and Massachusetts investors in south-| 
ern cotton mills were scored in a print- 
ed report and-in remarks by clergy- | 
men, for the exploitation of child I4’- 
bor in those establishments. The Rock- 
efeller incident also came up: 

The business committee presented a 
report to the effect that an assignment 
for Tuesday forenoon had failed, and 
recommended putting in its place on 
the program the question relating, as 
the Rev. William E, Wolcott of Law- 
rence, spokesman of the committec 
put it, “to the mora! consequences of 
receiving gifts from certain persons.”’ 
The recommendation was turned down 
without a word of debate. The resolu- 
tion was not even read. Dr. Philip Mox- 
on of Springfield,; when the result of 
the vote- was announced, asked, with 
gentle sarcasm in his voice, what it 
ali meant, and further on remarked 
with some warmth, ‘‘Whether such ac- 
tion is Congregational or democratic, 
leave you to answer.” Dr. Worectt 
subsequently followed with an indig- 
nant protest, and the body finally ~2- 
versed its action, and assigned the res: 
olution for consideration Tuesday fore- 
noon. 

The session was opened by Moderator 
S. A. Holton of Falmouth, followed by 
the appointment of co ittees and a 
greeting to Lowell by the Rev. E. Vic- 
tor Bigelow, pastor of Eliot church. 

When Dr. Wolcott made his repo-ct 
recommending consideration tomorrow 
morning of the resolution retating to 
the moral influence of receiving gifts 
from certain persons, the motion wa3 
put and lost by a vote of 46 to 43. The 
announcement was greeted by applause, 

Dr. Moxom said: “This question will 
bé discussed; some resolution will be 
brought in, if not now then later, and 
if not discussed here it surely wil! be 
outside. It is a most astonishing thing 
that this recommendation has beer 
treated in this way, without even hear- 
ing the resolution read. Whether that 
is Congregational or democratic I leav2 
you to answer.” 

A disclaimer of intent to offend the 
committe was entered by several: dele- 
gates, and then Dr. Wolcott rose and 
asked what he should do with th: | 
resolution. It was finaliy voted, 67 to 
48, to give the resoiution a place on | 
the program at ‘11.30 tomorrow fore- | 
neon, The resolution is as follows: 

“Whereas, by recent events the 
churches of our order are forced to 
deal with the question of responsibility 
for the moral consequences of our ac- 
tion in seeking and receiving money 
lor the purposes of the Kingdom, it is] 
hereby 

“Resolved, that in every instance m 
dealing with persons as donors whose 
eharacter or business methods are in 
Serious question a foremost considera- 
tion should be the effect of such re'a- 
tion on public morals and on the eSi- 
viency of the church as a moral leader. 
The representatives of the churches, 
whether holding office in tne several 
churches or in our missionary societies 
have a responsibility which cannot. be 
avoided, or rightfully discaimed, for 
the moral and social effects arising 
from their acts in: seeking or receiving | 
gifts.” | 

The report of Treasurer Henry P. 
Emerson showed receipts’ amounting 
to $7622.50,and.a balance on hand of 
$876.70. .In the report of. Secretary 
Collins G, Surnham it.was stated that 
the ‘churches of the conference, as re- 
ported Jan. 1, number 116,631 me.n- 
bers. The gain for the year is 1058. 
The additions to the churches in 1904, 
6710—3686 on confession—are the dar- 
gese reported since 1898. The mem- 
bership of the Sunday schools exhibits 
a gain, the reports giving a tota] mem- 
bership of 121,1 2. 

Summing up an extensive exhibit of 
Statistics, the Rev. F. S. Hunneweli of | 
Reading, reporting for the committee | 
on missionary work, said that in che 
gifts to five of the societies there has 
been a large shrinkage during the | 
three years of 1901, 1902 and 1903. The 
amount of gifts to six societies by tie 
Massachusetts churches in 1903 was. 
American board, $186,783; education. 
$15,781; church building, $16,409; 
home missionary, $123,311; Americon 
M.ssionary Association, $76,161; Sun- 
day school, $16,015. 

This evening there was a devotional 
service led by the Rev. Lincoln R. 
Goodrich, of Marlboro, and the Rev. 
Frank McAllister of Cohasset, a sermon: | 
by the Rev, Leonar. Bacon of Assensct 
and the sacrament of the Lord’s sup- 
per conducted by Prof. W. H. Ryder 
of Andover and the Rev. Edward EF. 
Bradley of Lincoln. 

The report of the committee on laber 
organizations dealt principally with | 
the question of child labor, in conform- | 
ity with instructions of the associa- 
tion at its last» annual meeting, “h> 
Massachusetts laws are extensively re- 
viewed and their enforcement discus 
sed, and coming finally to conclusions 
the report says: 

“The problem of child labor canno* 
be confined and settled within the lim- 
its of any one state while free trade 
exists between the states. The chief. 
hindrance ‘to humane legislation in pro- 
gressive states’ is the inhuman condi- 
tion which exists elsewhere, The tex- 
tile industries of Massachusetts un- 
doubtedly suffer by competition wit 
those of communities where child labor | 
and night labor~at lowest wages, are 
permitted. We are justly indigna”t 
when we are told by Edgar Gardner 
Murphy, Robert. Hunter and other 
friends of the children, of those under | 
12 years of age working on 12-hour 
shifts at wages of 10, 15 and 20 cents 
a day. 

“But the fact strikes home when we 
discover that in many cases Massachu- 
setts capital and Massachusetts mill 
owners are responsible for these appa!- 
ling conditions. We ourselves, then, 
are creating in the southern states the 
situation which we claim makes it 
necessary to lower wages at home, ~nd 
renders it_ impossible to improve upo” 
our own present conditions. More tha 
this, agents of Massachusetts mill own- 
ers have been the most bitter and ef- 
fective opponents of humane _legisla- 
tion for the benefit of women and chil- 
dren in the southern states. It is alse 
certain that many good people of Mas- 
sachusetts, stockholders in the mills of 
Georgia and Alabama, are ignorant of 
the cruelty and inhumanity for whic. 
they are in part responsible. 

“It behooves all friends of the chil- 
dren to see that such light is thrown 
upon existing conditions that none 
shall be ignorant, and that the respon- 
sibility for child labor anywhere sha:! 
be placed where it belongs. We cer- 
tainly must not be deceived by th? 
New England. manufacturer who = de- 
eclares his inability to compete with 4 
southern system of which he is him- 
self a part. Let the mill owners of Mas- 
sachusetts unite to promote

GFE IN THE NAVY 


A Correspondent Now Serving Uncle Sam 
Tells Reasons for Wholesale Desertion. 


Cavite, P. 1, 
March 19, 1905. 


To the Townsman : 


For the benefit of those who do not . 


know, I will try and give a few facts on 
the question of naval desertion. I See 
by the home papers the department can 
hardly keep men enough to man the 
ships on the home station, and yet they 
say they do not know why the men will 
not stay. : 

Well, in the first place I think a good 
deal of the fault lies with the officers 
whom the men are serving under. From 
my own experiences, I think if the 
officers would treat the enlisted men 
with a little more respect, and as though 
they were men and not a lot of dogs, the 
desertions would be much less. Then 
again with some ships it is nothing but 
work from morning till night and on 
shore leave; that, too, causes a lot of 
dissatisfaction among the men. Of 
course on the Asiatic station there are 
not many desertions, for if they leave 
they have to travel a long distance to 
get home, and here at the Islands it is 
almost impossible to get away. I know 
myself that if the Cincinnati was to go 
home now from this station, with this 
captain we have, there would be hardly 
men enough left on board after 24 hours 
in port to make up a gun’s crew, for no- 
body on the ship likes him. 

Now I have been more than three 
years in the service and I know it pretty 
well, but under no conditions do I ex- 
pect to enlist again. 

Of course, I would not have you be- 
lieve all officers are cruel, or inhuman. 
There are some good ones among them, 
but they are few and far between; or 
else it has not been this sbip’s luck to. 
get many of them. -I even hear men 
who have had from 12 to 20 years’ ser- 
vice in the navy, say they will not ship 
over for the navy has got in a bad con- 
dition for an-enlisted man. Sol will 
say to all young men: think well before 
you take an oath for four years in the 
navy. ; .
